Moody, and Secretary Metcalf was about to

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their talk be postponed until tomorrow morn- 
ing. This suggestion was adopted and the Il- 
linoisans will meet the president at 10 o'clock 
tomorrow and will go into full details re- 
garding the situation. 

During their brief visit at the White house 
the senators assured the president that Iill- 
Hols is.safely republican and they believe 
a republican majority of at least 100,000 will 
be the reshit of the campaign. There has 
been some fear .n the part of republicans 
that the beef strike would affect injuriously 
the chances of carrying the state, but both 
Senators told the president such fear was 
without foundation. They were of the opin- 
fon the strike would be over soon, and that 
it would have no political significance. Some 
of the strikers are returning to work, non- 
union men are being employed, and the pack- 
ing plants are in partial operation. It was 
said funds for the support of the strikers 
are not being subscribed in such amounts as 
to offer encouragement to them. 

All these elements the senators informed 
the president would havea tendency to bring 
about a settlement of the strike, and there 
is a probability. of further conference be- 
tween representatives of the packing houses 
and the strikers, notwithstanding the unsat- 
isfactory developments of the day and in- 
Greased danger of commission of violent 

me republicans fear if the strike is pro- 

ged the democrats might seek to make 
Political capital-out of it, and a strong effort 
would be made to bring about the defeat 
of the republicans, as was the case in 1892 
during the Homestead strike, when Grover 
Cleveland was elected ‘president. It was 
frankly admitted that great labor disturb- 
ances are always unfavorable to the party 
in power and they always contain elements 
of danger, because the oppesition seeks to 
take advantage of such situation. President 
Roosevelt was informed that so far as the 
Strike has gone, it has been strictly a fight 
between labor organizations and the packers 


and that politics has not entered into the

question. They believe nothing of this kind 
will develop, as the strike will be settled 
shortly and before the elections. 

Regarding the political situation, the sena- 
tors informed the president that in nominat- 
ing Deneen a strong man had been chosen 
and he would have the support of a united 
party.’ There would be no factional differ- 
ences and Illinois was not to be considered 
a doubtful state. Both senators will partici- 
pate in the campaign. 

President Roosevelt’s first day in Wash- 
ington since his visit to Oyster Bay was an 
exceedingly busy one and it was taken up 
by -a series of important political confer- 
epees which began before the cabinet met 
and lasted until late In the evening. The 
most important conference of the day aside 
from a brief one. at which.the Illinois situ- 
ation was considered, was held late this 
afternoon, when the president summoned 
Secretary Morton, Attorney General Moody, 
and Secretary Metcalf for a general discus- 
sion of the political outlook. It was of brief 
duration, but the entire field was covered. 
The outlook was pronounced satisfactory, 
details of the campaign were discussed, and 
it was the opinion of all present that the 
Tepublican party would be successful, but 
the campaign would be a lively and bitterly 
contested one.

_ “The spellbinders of the campaign were 
Siven some consideration and it practically 
lias been decided that most members of the 
Cabinet will make some addresses during the 
fall. Secretary Shawsalready has made 
Séveral speeches and will make a campaign-

The reports all come from Chinese cen- 
ters and probably are traceable to refugees 
at Chefoo. They certainly are more cir- 
cumstantial than previous similar reports. 

The severest fighting that has yet occurred 

in the immediate neighborhood of the fortress 
has been going on for the last few days. It 
is evident from the frequent arrivals of non- 
combatants from Port Arthur at Chefoo that 
the pinch of the siege is being increasingly 
felt. 

There was no official confirmation of the 
story at any of the Japanese embassies nor 
at any other reliable source. 

The most positive assertion of the reported 
fall of Port Arthur came from Shanghai and 
sald: 

“A telegram received here from Weihaiwel 
confirms other telegrams receivéd here from 


been captured. 

“The Weihaiwei telegram says also that 
the British fleet, which has been cruising, 
will return there tomorrow." 


Rumor from Weihaiwel. 


from Weihaiwei, dated July 29, said: 

“It is supposed here that Port Arthur has 
been captured, as the British fleet is return- 
ing here tomorrow.” 

Presumably this report is from the same 
source as the dispatch from Shanghai, report- 
ing a Weihaiwei rumor that Port Arthur 
has fallen. 

The only basis for the report known here 
is that when Rusela no longer occupies Port 
Arthur, the British, by the treaty,-will evac- 
uate Weihaiwel, and the inference is that the 


British fieet is returning to -Wethatwel 


remove the stores, etc., from that place. 

At Weihaiwel ‘there is a British wireless 
telegraph station, and the British warships 
are equipped with this means of communica- 
tion. It is possible that Weihaiwei has been 
in wireless communication with the fleet and 
that the report of the fall of Port Arthur 
Was received in this manner. 


._ Report Taken with Allowance. 

The Shanghai dispatch is doubted in view 
of the fact that there has been no confirma- 
tion of the report of the fall of Pert Ar- 
thur, and considering the probability that 
such important news would be likely to reach 
other points near the seat of war besides 
Shanghai, from which it would be cabled. 


Heavy Fighting at Fortress. 
* That the Japanese at Port Arthur have not 
been idle during the last few days is shown 


| by a dispatch from Chefoo, dated July 29, 


which says: 

“A junk containing thirty refugees from 
Port Arthur, who are all foreigners of the 
better, class, arrived here tonight, having 
left Port Arthur on Thursday. 

“The refugees report that exceedingly 
heavy fighting by land and by sea to the east 
and the northeast of Port Arthur occurred 
on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday of 
this week, and they express the belief that 
& general assault was begun on Thursday. 

“ They say that this bombardment was the 
heaviest experienced since thé beginning of 
the siege, and that the Russian forts made 
little reply to the Japanese fire. These for- 
eigners confirm previous reports of the seri- 
ous condition of the Japanese fleet. 


Russians Short of Ammunition. 

*‘ Ammunition is sald to be growing scarce, 
and the large fort guns are not often dis- 
charged, Attempts to manufacture ammu- 
nition in Port Arthur are reported to have 
been failures. 

“All public buildings are being used for 
hospitals. The sick and wounded are being 
well cared for by volunteer nurses. The 
wounds made by the Japanese rifles are not 
dangerous except when vital spots are 
‘reached. Hundreds of badly woundefi have 
quickly recovered from their wounds.” 


Wireless Messages Interrupted. 


“The Russians have erected a new wire- 


less telegraph station at Chefoo, but they 


are unable to obtain any results, owing to 
the fact that Japanese auxiMary cruisers 
fitted with wireless -telegraph outfits are 
constantly cruising in the zone of commu- 
nication and interrupting the currents:

| Steamer Sent to Bottom. 

“The refugees also bring details of the 
sinking of the steamship Hipsing, which be- 
longed to the Indo-China Navigation com- 
pany. It was passing Pigeon bay within 
the three mile limit early in the morning 
of July 16, when the forts fired four times 
across its bows. It refused to stop and four 
shots were then fired into the ship’s side. 
As it still continued to steam ahead a Rus- 
sian torpedo boat ran out and sank it. Four 
of the Chinese crew were killed and eight 
Chinese passengers were wounded.”

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, July 29.— 
President Castro has seized the lands and 
property of the New York and Bermudez 
' Asphalt company in spite of all protests of 
those in eharge. 

The seizure was conducted under the direc- 
tion of Howard Camer, former manager of 
the company, mow the agent of Castro. He 
was backed up by the gunboat Bolivar of the 
Venezuelan navy and a force of soldiers of 
@hé Venezuelan army.

uelan soldiers are guarding it in the interests 
of the Venezuelan government. 

The steamer Viking, belonging to the com- 
pany, escaped seizure and reached this port 
with the news of the government's drastic 
action. 

Foreign companies residing in Venezuela 
are alarmed over President Castro's aggres- 
sive policy, which is directed also against 
French, British, and German companies. 


United States Deeply Interested. 

W4shington, D. C., July 209.—The action of 
the Venezuelan government in seizing the 
properties of the New York and Bermudez 
Ashphalt company has caused an unpleas- 
ant impression in government circles. Offi- 
cials are unable to understand the reason 
for what appears to be such an arbitrary 
procedure, as the Supreme court of Vene- 
zuela heretofore has upheld the claims of 
the company to its properties. 

Following notice of the action of the Vene- 
zuelan government a few days ago in secur- 
ing an attachment against the company with 
a view, it was understood, of obtaining dam- 
ages because of aid alleged to have been 
given the revolutionists, United States Min- 
ister Herbert W. Bowen at Caracas was in- 
structed to make a full and complete report 
to the state department of the various legal 
steps which have been taken by Venezuela, 
together with other information bearing on 
the subject that may be available. 


Bowen’s Report Awaited. 

His report is anxiously awaited, and on 
it will depend the course to be taken by the 
United States for the protection of the vested 
rights of the ccmpany, which seem to be so 
seriously endangered by the attitude of the 
Castro government. ’ 

The Venezuelan claims, it is understood, 
have been so drawn as to amount to several 
million dollars. ©

Sheriff Thomas E. Barrett will b> appealed 
to for protection this morning by repre- 
sentatives of the allied trades involved In 
the strike at the meat packing plants. The 
city police department, the sheriff will be 
told, has been “‘ administered in the interest 
of the employers and to the detriment of the 
workers,” 

The appeal will consist of the presentation 
of a resolution. adopted yesterday at a pro- 
tracted session of the labor nlen. The meét- 
ing was called primarily to consider whether 
the live stock handlers should be permitted 
to care for stock for the big packers as well 
as that of the small independent concerns. 

While the labor men were gathering, Busi- 
ness Agent G. F. Golden of the packing house 
teamsters, was arrested and taken to the 
stockyards police station by Inspector 
Nicholas Hunt, charged with intimidating a 
driver. 

This incident changed the nature of the 
meeting. Protests against the action of the 
police crystallized in the resolution, which 
was adopted unanimously. 


as Private Watchmen. 


“The police have teen used by thé 


as if they were their private watchmen,” 
said one of the butcher workmen. “ They 
have guarded the strike, breakers and ¢s- 
corted them into the yards. They are sta- 
tioned all around the packing plants, and, 
at the orders of the owners, let no union men 
come near. Piainly the city government has 
taken the side of the proprietors and has 
thrown its power against the union worker.” 

Sheriff Barrett was named as the “ friend 
of the common people” and the man to pre- 
vent the continuation of the wrongs the 
committee believed had been inflicted. A 
committee consisting of John Fitzpatrick of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor, J. J. Kepp- 
ler of the machinists, and T. BE. Ryan of the 
live stock handlers was named to lay the 
matter before the sheriff this morning and 
call on him to protect the union men. 


Meet Sheriff this Morning. 


Fitzpatrick telephoned to,.the sheriff's 


office and made an engagement for this 
morning at 10 o’clock, when the resolution 
will be laid before him. He will be asked te 
prevent the arrest of union men on charges 
believed by the committee to be trivial and 
to stop the alleged improper use of the police 
around the packing plants. 

After this matter had been disposed of the 
meeting, which was attended by representa- 
tives of twenty-three unions, settled down 
to the business of the live stock handlers. 
Assistant General Manager Skinner of the 
Union Stockyards and Transit company 
told the committee of the position of his con- 
cern and urged the men to stay at work. 
This advice was practically concurred in, but 
Mr. Skinner was not told of the decision. 

At the same hour that the sheriff's com- 
mittee appears in the county building an- 
other committee will report to Genera] Man- 
ager A. G. Leonard of the stockyards com- 
pany the disposition made of the stock 
handlers’ matter. 


Forty Per Cent of Capacity. 

THe day was the seventeenih of the butoher 
workmen's strike, and at its end it was found 
that the Chicago packing plants had at- 
tained to not more than 40 per cent 
of their normal output. The packers still 
found it necessary to bring In workers 
from outside cities, as no appreciable num- 
per of their former employés returned. ~ 

In consequence of the comparatively small 
volume of business done by the big concerns 
the local ive stock market was in bad shape, 
Few cattle were bought by the leading pack- 
ers, and more than half of the hog purchases 
went to the independent slaughtering plants 
and the shippers. 

The proprietors of the big concerns sald 
more new men would be brought in every 


day until the plants were full. They declared — 


they had made better progress than they had 
expected. In this they referred to the condi- 
tions in other packing centers, In some of 
which the plants are running at double rate. 


What the Packers Are Doing. 

“Ificluding all our plants,” a representa- 
tive of Armour & Co. sald, “ we are killing 
70 per cent as many cattle as we would nor- 
mally at this season of the year. We are 
turning out as much dressed beef as usual, 
but are doing no canning. Few sheep are 
being killed in the Chicago plant, but, all 
told. we are using 40 per cent of the usual 

sheep. 

of beef and of all gredes 
of meats is on hand at each of the 809 Lranch 
houses of the company. All orders are being 
No Move Toward Peace. 

Negotiations were not reopened on elther 
side and nothing was done toward a peaceful 
settlement. The union leaders expressed 
their belief that they would win ultimately, 
arguing that the plants were being run ata 
loss with inefficient workers and that the 
owners soon would tire of the fight. The 
packers declared they would continue the 
present policy and = soon they would not 

tiie strikers ba 

ene the day passed without disorder of 
serious nature there was an increase in the 
number of petty disturbances. Personal ens 
counters were frequent and several non- 
union workers were assaulted. The arrest, 
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of ‘Business Agent Golden of the packing 
house teamsters was one of the incidents of 


the day. 


Dealers Threaten an Injunction. 

- Efforts were made by the union leaders in- 
volved to prevent the purchase of meat from 
the distributing stations of the big concerns 
by the “ blacklisting’”’ of dealers who per- 
sisted in patronizing them. The market men 
were practically given the choice of buying 
all their supplies of the independent con- 
cerns or of getting nothing anywhere. In- 
junction proceedings were threatened by 
dealers as a relief from the union rule. 

Owing to the sending out of reports of the 
improvement of labor conditions in the Chi- 
cago stockyards shippers sent in another 
comparatively large lot of stock. The re- 
eeipts were: Cattle, 8,000; sheep, 8,000; and 
hogs, 15,000. There was little local demand 
for cattle, ard prices suffered. The inde- 

penderit; packers and the shippers took 8,400 
3 hogs and the big concerns 6,900. 

One killing house was in operation at the 
Swift plant with a full crew of men. Work 
went on slowly. The first courses were in 
the hands of inexperienced men. who bun- 
gled and made many mistakes. But skilled 
foremen were ready to teach the beginners, 
end the work did go on. 


Slaughtering Work Is Slow. 

Above the visitors’ walk in the cattle kill- 

ing room a sign hangs with the information 
that the ckpacity is 300 cattle an hour. The 
rate yesterday was not to exceed ninety, al- 
though all the “‘beds’’ except one were 
used. Where the experienced “ knocker” 
fells a steer with one blow of the hammer, 
half a dozen were required at the hands 
of the learner and then,#sometimes, the fore- 
man in charge would have to come to finish 
the job. 

The tackle by. which the cattle are hung 

up fdr the next process was manned by 
_ workers who operated it slowly and with 
many false starts. Once past these prelim- 
“{maries, the operations went forward with 
greater speed.

i Steady Work at All Plants. 

In the other plants the conditions were

Nearly 1,000 Men Brought In. 

Four train ‘oads of strike breakers came 
in, bringing “00, 150, 175, and 350 men, re- 
spectively. They were distributed through 
the plants and were started on their course 
of education in packing house work. Fewer 
-j@eeertions froni the recruits were reported 
‘than on Thursday. 

The ungkilled men are paid $2.25 a day 
‘with the understanding the rate after the 
Perma of the strike will be $1.65, and the 
butchers and skilled workers receive $5 a 
@ay. The union demand was for $1.85 a day 
‘fer the unskilled workers.

As the owners of the plants must keep 
them going, they have been obliged to go out 
of Chicago and to pick up men from all over 
the country. ‘They have brought in many 
ffew workers each day this week, and will 
bring in more each day in the future until 
they have filled the plants. This time now 
is not far distant in Chicago, and in some 
western cities more men already have ap- 
plied than can be used. 

Ordinarily this is a dull season, and certain. 
departments. would be running low if there 
were no strike. For this reason the plants 
can get along well for the presént with 
smaller forces than will be needed in a 
month. 


the unions created considerable consterna- 
tion in South -Water street, Fulton market, 
and the other distributing centers, and the 
blacklisted retailers threaten to obtain in- 
junctions against the strikers. 

Orders were sent out from strike head- 
quarters to all the union stewards at the 
wholesale markets to warn the “ independ- 
ent’’:packers to refrain from furnishing 
meat to the butchers who have been buying 
from Armour, Swift, Cudahy, Morris, 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, or the National 
Packing company. The “independents” 
were told that failure to comply would result 
in the calling out of their own employés. 


Unable to Get Meat. 


Boyle & Huber, who condtict three large 
retail markets on the west side, were listed. 
They purchased a large order from C. Quin- 
lan of the Fulton market. Quinlan was 
promptly informed by P. J. Schon, the union. 
steward, that the meat must not be delivered. 
Other wholesale markets were warned not 
to sell meat to the firm, : 

Joseph Boyle of the retail firm promptly 
consulted an attorney. 

“T shall seek an injunction on Monday,” 

said he. “My business-is tied up by this 
action. I am no longer allowed to buy meat 
from anybody.” 
* "The effect of the blacklist was to terrify 
‘the butchers who are included in the boy- 
cott. and few of them ventured to the whole- 
sale markets. Almost complete stagnation 
of business ruled at the distributing branches 
of the big packers. The retailers were afraid 
of encountering the strike pickets and did 
not go near the markets. 

Cudahy’s and Morris’ branch wholesale 
markets at Sixteenth and State streets were 
shut down as a result of the strike. The 
Fulton and South Water street branches 
might as well have been closed, for there was 
not a pound of meat in the coolers. At the 
outlying branches a small business was 
done. 


Police Drive Away Pickets. 


Serious trouble between the police and a 
crowd of pickets and strike sympathizers 
was narrowly averted at the Swift branch 
market:,at North Halsted and Division 
streets. ’ The pickets were warning retail 
butchers not to patronize the big packers 
and became so boisterous that a force of 
police from the East Chicago Avenue station 
was sent to disperse them. 

It is believed the packers will not attempt 
to resume business on a large scale at their 
branches about the city until Monday. City 
Manager Charles Ross of Armour & Co., 
made a trip of inspection around the branch 
depots in the afternoon and later said no 
‘effort would be made to resume large opera- 
tions today. 


SHOOTS INTO STRIKERS’ MOB. 


Negro Special Policeman in Kansas City 
Wounds Two Assailants, One a 
Deputy Sheriff. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 29.—[Special.]—At- 
tacked by a large mob of strikers this morn- 
ing, Special Policeman L. King shot two of 
his assailants. 

The trouble started when King, who is a 
negro, attempted to enter the Armour plant. 
A crowd of Austrians stoned him. King ran 
for the gates, drawing his revolver as he 
fled. More missiles were hurled and King 
was struck several times. In the mob was 
Mat Sullivan, a deputy sheriff. Sullivan, it 
is said, made no effort to quell the riot, but 
instead took part in the chase. 


Deputy Sheriff Is Wounded. 
At the gate King made a stand and, rais- 


ing his revolver, fired rapidly at the mob. 


At the first few shots the pursuers began to 
scatter. Sullivan fell with a bullet wound 
in his thigh, and close by him Max Lameska 
limped away, with a bulletin his ankle. 

The police arrived in time to arrest six 
rioters. As a result of the rioting. special 
police were sworn in, and orders were given 
not to allow crowds to gather. 

All the packing houses were in operation. 
Committees have been appointed to aid 
union members until money to pay their 
strike benefits arrives from Chicago. 


Conditions in Other Cities. * 


Conditions in other cities were reported as 
follows: 
JOSEPH, MO.—Near!ly 150 negroes arrived 

today from Texas and Alabama to work in the 

Morris plant. Pickets met them at the station 

and turned back seventy-five without trouble

OMARMA, NEB.—William Ryder and Joseph Korbe, 
strikers, were badly besten by packing house 
watchmen who were unloading strike breakers 
from a train at Swift’s plant. The strikers were 
trying to induce the newcomers not to go to 
work, and the watchmen began using thétr clubs. 
Several shots were fired, but no one was wound- 
ed. All the plants secured additions to their 
forces. 

ST. LOUIS, MO.—Packers on both sides of the 
river make the assertion they have nearly 
enough men. At the east side packing houses. 
it was said, many strikers had gone back. 

LINCOLN, NEB —Armour & Co. have closed. 
twelve out of their fourteen branch houses ‘n 
Nebraska, Iowa, and South Dakota, from which 
shipments have been made to South Omaha. 
The manager of the Lincoln branch has started 
an independent house. 

FORT WORTH, TEX.—The grand jury indicted 
five strikers, one for assault with intent to mur- 
der, and four for unlawful assemblage. The in- 
dictments grew out of an attack on a man em- 
ployed at the Armour plant. The packers an- 
nounced they have men on the’ waiting List. 

NEW YORK CITY—The workers in the plante of 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger and of the United 
Dreesed Beef company were ordered to strike 
Sunday morning. 


CIGARMAKERS ARE ENJOINED. 


Several Firms Accused of Using Bogus 
Union Labels Issued by an “Out- 
law” Organization. 


Judge Honoré yesterday issued an injunc- 
tion against a dozen cigarmakers and deal-. 
ers who are in an alleged plot to issue spuri- 
ous union labels for cigar boxes. * The com- 
plaint was filed by George J. Thompson, label 
of the Cigarmakers’ International] - 
union. 

It. ts declared that thousands of spurious 
labels have been printed by J. B. Lenau. 111 
Blue Island avenue. The labels are alleged 
to have been sold to dealers in nonunion 
cigars at 10 cents a hundred and to have come 
into extensive use. 

Copies of the injunction writ are to be 
served upon all the dealers and makers of 
cigare known to uge the labels said to be 
printed by Lenau, and upon all who are 
known to act as agents in their distribution.

It was said by strikers today that thirty- 
two laborers bound for Ziegler were induced 
to desert at Belleville yesterday by strikers 
who had boarded the train at St. Louis. 

Two strikers were arrested yesterday when 
they went into Ziegler to get mail. War- 
rants were sworn out by Supt. Whittier, 
charging them with intimidating and tres- 
pass. They were taken before Justice Will- 
iam Davis, whose office is at Ziegler, and 
gave bonds for their appearance tomorrow. 


Trouble in Anthracite Field. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 29.—The contro- 
versy between some of the coal companies 
and their miners in the upper anthracite coal 
field over the question of the payment of the 
check weighing and check docking bosses 
is causing considerible uneasiness in the 
Wyoming and Lackawana valleys. The sit- 
uation has reached such a stage that the 
representatives of the operators have 
deemed it proper to make an official publia 
statement of their side of the case. 

A statement was made today by 8S. D. 
Warriner of the Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
‘pany. 

Mr. Warriner’s statement gives a complete 
history of the controversy. He quotes a res- 
olution adopted to the effect that the wages 
of check weighmen shall be paid by ‘‘ miners 
requesting’ it. This gesolution, Mr. 
riner adds, has never been repealed. ; 


Do Not Object to System. 

The miners, Mr. Warriner now says, wish 
to force all employés to accept the check 
weighman and contribute to his support. 

“It should be clearly understood,” he de- 
clares, “‘ that the operators do not object to 
check weighmen; in fact, many of them are 
in favor of the system. The operators, how- 
ever, do not beljeve that it was contemplated 
that they should discharge such of their em- 
ployés as do not desire to join with the ma- 
jority of their fellows in the request for the 
appointment of the check weighmen.”’ 

President George F: Baer of the Reading 
and Jersey Central railroads, in an inter- 
view in Philadelphia today on the situation 
in the anthracite coal region, said: ‘*‘ There 
will be no coal strike. Notwithstanding all 
the talk and agitation it is not possible to get 
one up.” 

, Again Driven from Victor: 

Cripple Creek, Colo., July 29.—Patrick Mc- 
Carvel, one of the men deported over the 
Kansas line by the military early in June, 
returned to Victor, where he owns property 
valued at $25,000. He was allowed to attend 
to some business affairs ,when he was placed 
on board the first outgoing train with a 
warning that in future police: protection 
would not be afforded him should he again 
return. 


FOX’S “WHITE WINGS” STRIKE. 


Downtown Sweepers Quit Because They 
Work Longer Hours than City 
Employes. 


The sixty-five “ white wings ” employed by 
Richard T. Fox of the Citizens’ street clean- 
ing bureau to sweep the downtowr? streets 
struck yesterday morning at 7 o'clock. Their 
grievance is that the city employés work 
eight hours a day, while they have been 
working ten hours for the samegwages. 
“ Strike breakers’’ have already been en- 
gaged to sweep the streets, and the cleaning 
is to be resumed today. , 

No ultimatum was sent to Supt. Fox. On 
starting his round of inspection he made 
the discovery that the “ white wings” had 
flown. Agents were sent immediately to 
employ other mén in their places. By even- 
ing it was reported that nearly fifty had 
been employed. 

The financial committee of the Citizens’ 
street cleaning bureau at a special meeting 
at Kinsley’s decided to begin an active cam- 
paign at once to secure the assistance of the 
downtown property owners in keeping the 
streets clean. | 


AUTOMOBILE CLUB WINS CASE. 


Joseph Gunther, Who Was Arrested by 
Evanston Police for Violating the 


; Speed Law, Discharged. 


Joseph Gunther, who.was arrested by the 
Evanston police on the charge of violating 
the automobile speed law; was discharged by 
Judge Hanecy yesterday on habeas corpus 
proceedings.

SUPREME COURT OF MINNESOTA 
UPHOLDS GAME DECISION. 


Hunters Who Were Alleged to Have 

' Killed 2,000 Wild Ducks Uat of Sea- 
son ealed on the Ground That 
the Punishment Was Excessive — 
Charged with Transporting 
Out of the State—Other Cases Against 
Them. : 


. St. Paul. Minn., July 29.—The sjate Su- 
preme court today handed down a decision 
affirming the decision of the Jackson county 
District court, holding that a fine of $20,000 
assessed against William Poole and William 
Kerr for having illegally in their possession 
2,000 wild ducks wa not excessive. 

‘They appealed on the ground that the fine 
of $10 apiece for the ducks was excessive. 
They also attacked the constitutionality of 
the statute prohibiting the killing and selling 
of game for commercial purposes. The Su- 
preme court upheld the statute. The men 
fined, it is claimed by Executive Agent Ful- 
lerton of the state game and fish commission, 
were in the employ of a Chicago commission 
firm and had créssed the state line into Iowa 
with two wagonloads of wild ducks, avith the 
intention of shipping them to Chicago. Mr. 
Fullerton says there are other cases against 
pransgs which will now be pushed to a conclu- 

on. 

Mr. Fullerton said this clique of {illegal 
hunters was so carefully organized that he 
and his assistants were under constant es- 
pionage, so that none could. leave his office 
without the @&ct being known to the hunters.

Employe of Wellington Hotel Arrested 
Charged with Theft of Gems Worth 
_ $800 Belonging to Mrs. John Cory. 


A scrubwoman employed at the Wellington 
hotel was arrested yesterday by Detective 
Sergeants Fitzpatrick and Connors of the 
Central station for the alleged theft of three 
diamond rings valued at $800. The woman’s 
name is Mrs. Anna Lysckowsky. The jew- 
elry was left in the washroom of the hotel 
by Mrs. Margaret Cory, wife of John D.

PUT POOLROOMS | 
IN TRACK CLASS. 
Gamblers Say If Sheriff Ig- 


nores Latter He Must Let 
Alone Former.

PLAN TO REOPEN SOON. 


Result Probably Will Be a War 
Between Factions of Sport- 


Element. 


Sheriff Barrett is in danger of trouble of @ 
more practical kind than that made for him 
by the grand jury. If it comes, a lawyer's 
opinion is not likely to avail much in help- 
ing him, A gamblers’ war is threatened, and 
when one occurs it does more toward stop- 
ping gambling than the best efforts of the 
best meaning reform associations. * 

The poolroom owners announced yester- 
day that they intended to open up their 
places of business in Cook county, but out- 
side of Chicago. There are three. places 
reay for business any time the doors are un- 
locked. James O’Leary has one at Blue Is- 
land, “ Bud” White and his friends own one 
at Evason, and there is another one at Rich- 
land, in which McWhorter Is reputed to be 
imterested. Perry & Smith are just now 
allied with McWhorter. 

These poolroom owners take the. ground 
that if Levy, Mayer is correct in advising 
Sheriff Barrett that he canmot interfere 
with the gambling at Hawthorne and other 
race tracks the same rule should apply to 
their poolrooms. If race track betting is all 
right at Harlem, they argue, it is also a 
right at Evason. What is proper at Wort 
cannot be wrong at Blue Island. 


Tracks and Poolrooms Enemies. 


The trouble such an opening would cause 
for the sheriff grows out of the fact that the 
race tracks and the poolrooms are enemies. 


| A poolroom cuts heavily into the receipts of 


a race track. At the track a man can only 
bet on the races run there. At a poolroom 
he can bet on every race run in the country 
on that day. The superior betting attrac- 
tions at the poolrooms take custom away 
from the tracks. 

Sheriff Barrett recently closed the pool- 
room at Evason. The owners insist that he 
did so because the tracks wanted it closed. 
Anyhow, if he is going to please the race 
tracks he will have to close the poolrooms,’' 
and the latter say that under the Mayer 
opinion they have as much right to run as 
the former. One thing is certain, that if the 
poolrooms are opened a gamblers’ war will 
result, and out of.it may come the stopping 
of all gambling. 

“It looks to us as if what is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander.” said a lead- 
ing poolroom owner during the day. “If 
that opinion of Levy Mayer is correct the 
sheriff has no more reason to bother a pool- 
room than he has to interfere with a race 
track. We both stand together. Our present 
plan is to open. 

“Of course, we are not taking the ground 
that the sheriff cannot stop us if he wants 
to. What we are depending on is that if he 
stops us he will have to stop the race tracks 
also. It is possible the public would stand 
for his allowing one kind of gambling and 
preventing another, but if It does, why then 
the public is easy. That's all I have to say.” 

President Seeberger and Secretary Single- 
ton of the Citizens’ association said they had 
not yet determined what steps would be 
taken in view of Sheriff Barrett’s refusal to 
stop the betting at the race tracks. 


Grand Jury Dismissed Today. 

The present grand jury is not expected to 
take any further action- toward urging 
Sheriff Barrett to suppress gambilng. It is 
probable that the jurors will content them- 
selves with commenting on the attitude of 
the sheriff in their report to the court. 

The grand jury will be dismissed today. 
There will be no jury impaneled in August. 
It is expected that routine cases will take 
up the time of the Saptember body, and if 
gambling cases are to come up they would not 
be reached until October. Meanwhile, the 
Harlem track meeting begins Monday, and 
racing will probably continue uninterrupt- 


edly.

FINED FOR COCAINE SALE 


Successful tion the First In 
Crusade to Be Waged by Dr. Alice 
Hamilton and Miss Julia Lathrop ot 
Hull House—Case Against Adolph 

‘Brendecke Continued — Physician 
Tells Awfal Effect of Drag Upon 
Boys’ Bodies and Minds. 


The fact cocaine can be procured in viola- 
tion of-state laws and city ordinances was 
disclosed yesterday morning when George 
Allen, pharmacist for the National , drug 
store, 488 Dearborn street, was fined $50 
and césts by Justice Doyle for “selling 
poison in packages without labels.” This 
case was the first to be brought before the 
public by the Hull. house residents, partic- 
ularly Dr. Alice Hamilton and Miss Julia 
Lathrop. 

The case against Adolph Brendecke. 260 
West Randolph street, in which he was 
charged with selling cocaine to a band of 
youthful thieves, who stole junk to obtain 
money with which to buy “ flake,”’ was con- 
tinued until Aug. 5. é 

The state board of pharmacy, according to 
Attorney J. 8, Dudley, ts procuring evidence 
in a number of other cases, and will do its 
best to stop the sale ef cocaine. The state 
law provides that the state board of phar- 
macy may proceed civilly as in an act of 
debt against any one charged with selling 
cocaine, and collect a fine of $50 te $200 for 
the first offense, and from $200 to $1,000 for 
the second offense. On the second offense 
the license of the convicted person may be 
revoked. 


What Dr. Hamilton Says. 


‘The principal witness in the case against 
the National drug store testified that he had 
been buying ‘‘cec.” there for a year, and 
that he had become so addicted to the habit. 
that he was crazy when he could not have 
the drug. The prevalence of the use of co- 
caine was discovered by the mothers of the 
boys and Hull house was appealed to 
to help punish the offenders. Dr. Hamilton, 
who analyzed the powder sold to the boys, 
12 to 17 years old, said, concerning the effect 
of the’habit: 

“This boy who has become an habitué 
to the use of the drug, was a fine, strong 
boy a year ago. He had a good job and was 
respected by all who knew him. Today he 
is roving about the streets with no work, no 
place to sleep, and utterly unable to work. 
It makes one shudder to look at him. He 
does odd jobs in order to procure the ‘ dope,’ 
but does not care whether he has food He 
says he would give anything to be cured of 
the dreadful habit. Every one of the lads 
is respectable and wants to work and stop 
the use of the drug. but cannot do without 
it. It is terrible to contemplate the dis- 
astrous effects of the drug upon the mind and 
body.” 

Miss Lathrop Seeking Evidence. 


Miss Lathrop, who is working up evidence 
for new cases, declared that they were not 
going to stop with this one conviction. 
“If you could just see the havoc that co- 
caine has wrought in the lives of the boys 
who appéared yesterday against the drug 
company,” she said, “‘ you would never stop 
until the sale of the poison was stopped all 
over the city. We want every one to help 


us to punish the offenders." 


In speaking of the two stores charged 
with selling cocaine without prescriptions 
Attorney Dudley said: “ They are both old 
offenders. Brendecke was fined $50 last 
November on the same charge. There are 
two other cases pending against him. About 
a year ago the Re brothers were brought 
before the coroner, charged with selling 
wood alcohol to some negroes, several of ' 
whom died after drinking it.””

Accomplice Betrayed by Boatman.

The accomplices then 
were posted at several street corners, in or- 
der that if one man failed another might 
succeed, The same plan was adopted yes- 
terday. 

The accomplice who is now under arrest 
stood near the Baltic depot, ready to throw 
a second bomb in case the assassin stationed 
half a mile higher up the canal had failed. 
The former could watch the course of events, 
and when he heard the explosion he was sat- 
isfied the murder had been accomplished and 
hastily went,down the canal side, hired a 
boat, and directed the boatman to take him 
for a row toward the sea, away from the 
Bcene of the tragedy. 

The boatman noticed soon after they start- 
ed that his. passenger took a box out.of his 
pocket and dropped it quickly .overboard. 
The boatman said nothing, but when the 
passenger landed he called a policeman and 
gave the man in charge. 

The prisoner, who was respectably dressed, 
spoke Russian with a foreign accent. He 
refused to give his name. 


Second Bomb Is Found. 


The bomb has been recovered by the police. 
It is foreign made, though it is. believed to 
have been loaded in St. Petersburg. It is 
small and melon shaped and is believed to 
be fully as powerful as the one that killed 
M. von Plehve. 

The assassin walked up and down the stréet 
at the corner whence he threw the bomb, at 
least a quarter of an hour, awaiting Von 
Plehve’s carriage. He did not arouse the 
slightesg suspicion on the part of several 
policemen who were almost alongside of 
him, “because he wore an official [railroad] 
cap.

CALLS TREATY GERMAN VICTORY 


Credit of Commercial Convention with 
Russia Attributed by Cologne Press 
to Von Buelow’s Diplomacy. 


COLOGNE, July 29.—The Koelnische Zei- 
tung pronounces the signing of the new 
Russo-German commercial treaty as a great 
triumph for the policy of Count von Bliilow, 
the imperial chancellor, but at the same time 
it admits that Germany was favored by the 
existence of the war between Russia and 
Japan. 4

to make unlimited concessions. ‘The result, 
achieved after the most difficult negotiations, 
was due to the give and take spirit displayed 
by both sides, but an essential factor in the 
success of the negotiations also was the 
broadgauged and far sighted statesmanship 
of M. Witte, president of the Russian council 
of ministers. 

The text. of the treaty will not be published 
befo’e similar treaties are concluded with 
other countries, but it is safe to say that the 
treaty will run for at least a decade, which Is 
an extremely valuable feature in the eyes of 
thoce interested in international commerce. 

The signing of the treaty will greatly 
strengthen the hands of the German govern- 
ment in its negotiations with other countries. 


CRUISERS ARRIVE AT TANGIER. 


One of the Vessels Believed to Have 
Troops on Board and Moors Are 
Greatly Agitated. 


TANGIER, July 29.—The French cruiseérs, 
Kleber and Galilee, which sailed from Toulon 
July 27, arrived here today. It is believed 
that the Kleber has troops on board.

ROME REPLIGS 70 FRANCE 


RUPTURE WITH VATICAN IS BE- 
LIEVED AT HAND. 

Dispute About Authority Over French 
Bishops Has Reached Crisis—Coun- 
cil of Ministers in Long Conference 
‘Over Notes—Premier Combes Ke- 
fuses to Discuss Affair tn Terms That 
Lead to Belief That Diplomatic KRe- 
lations Will Be Severed, 


PARIS, July 29.—The vatican’s reply to 
the French note demanding the recall of the 
letters summoning the bishops of Dijon and 
Laval to Rome was received at the foreign 
office this morning and is being translated 
for the council of ministers. It consists of 
‘two notes dealing separately with the cases 
of the two bishops. The impression prevails 
that a rupture is almost inevitable. 

The council of ministers, after sitting until 
5 p. m. discussing the vatican situation, de- 
cided to keep its decision secret. 

Premier Combes, when questioned after 
the ministers had adjourned, declared that 
diplomatic etiquette forbade him to speak. 
This statement is interpreted to indicate a 
complete rupture of diplomatic relations 
with the holy see. 

The French government’s note will be tele- 
graphed this evening to M. de Courcel, the 
secretary in charge of the French embassy 
to the vatican, who will communicate it to 
the vatican authorities tomorrow. 

It is believed that the embassy staff will 


| leave Rome tomorrow, and that the papal 


nuncio will leave Paris at the same moment, 
The French ambassador is now absent 
from his post on leave of absence. 


DECREE TIES UP DIVIDENDS.

Russia said in her “ rules of war” pub- 
lished last February that she should treat 
as contraband of war“ foodstuffs sent at the 
enemy's cost or order.” If by “ the enemy ” 
the Japanese government is meant, the right 
to seize flour ordered by it is indisputable. 
But if “the enemy ” means Japanese mer- 
chants who are ordering flour on their own 
account to sell to noncombatants, then there 
is ground for a protest against the seizure 
by the neutral nation whose citizens are 
affected. 

The rule laid down by Lord Salisbury at 
the beginning of the Boer war was: 


Foodstuffs with a hostile destination can -be 
considered contraband of war only if they are 
supplied for the enemy’s forces. It is not suffi- 
clemt, that they dre capable of being so used; it 
must be shown that this was in fact their destina- 
tion at the time of seizure. 

This sets forth exactly the views of the 
‘American government. Japanese soldiers 
are fed on rice and fist? not flour. If Russia 
, chooses to call contraband of war something 


which other nations do not, they are not 


obliged to submit in silence to her dictum. 
As regards the railway material seized 
‘ithe cause is different. It is well known‘that 
\Wapan has been deing much railway con- 
struction in Corea to help along military 
wperations. The Japanese railways, some 


pot which are state owned, have been stripped 


of all material that was not absolutely need- 
ed for use on the mainland. It may be that 
;the iron seized was for the Japanese gov- 
It.so the shipper took his chances.

is reported that the Missouri Pacific, 
with its mileage of 6,108 miles and capital- 
ization in stock and bonds of $141,000,000, 
@nd the Wabash, with a mileage of 2,516 
Bililes and a capitalization of $142,000,000, 
are to be consolidated into one system. 
Both are Gould roads, and it is said that he 
thinks their merger will reduee operating 
éxpenses and promote harmony of opera- 
tion. It will also relieve Mr. Gould, who is 
now’ president of the Missouri Pacific, of a 
considerable amount of work. 

»-Whether the proposed merger is to be 
utilized to float new issues of stock and 
boads,s0 as to increase the existing capital- 
f#ation is not stated. It is to be hoped not. 


There is enough water now in the two roads, 
particularly in the Wabash. 

The merger, if carried out, will make no 
sych stir as did the attempted merger of the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern. The 
Wabash and Missouri Pacific are not com- 
peting lines. They are connecting lines, and 
each may be regarded as the natural com- 
plement of the other. United they will make 
a pretty showing on the railroad map of the 
country. 

On the west the Missouri Pacific reaches 
to Ogden. ‘Its southwestern termini are 
El Paso and Laredo. It extends to Galves- 
ton and New Orleans on the gulf of Mexico. 
On the east it has termini at St. Louis and 
Memphis. The Wabash, which has lines 
to Kansas City and Omaha on: the west 
and Minneapolis on the northwest, and con- 
nects with the Missouri Pacific at St. Louis, 
reaches Buffalo and Pittsburg on the east. 

Mr. Gould got the Wabash into the last 
named city only after a long, persistent fight 
with the Pennsylvania road, which has al- 
ways looked on Pittsburg as its private 


| property, and has been unwilling to share 


its profitable business with any rival road. 
Baltimore is the seaport which the Wabash 
is aiming for, and it doubtless will get ip 
there finally, in spite of the obstacles which 
are being thrown in its way by competitors. 

So the consoldiated system will be in due 
time an ¢minently respectable one, reaching 
from the Rocky mountains and the Rio 
Grande to the Atlantic, and from Minneap- 
olis and Chicago to the gulf. The next 
move, probably, will be to extend the system 
to the Pacific and make it a real transconti- 


nental line. 


THE OPEN DOOR. 

The open door in China will secure free 
competition for American goods in what is 
to be the next great market of the world. 
Should China be divided into “ spheres of 
influence,” as has been the aim of Russia, 
Germany, and France, each nation which 
seized a slice of China would enjoy trade 
supremacy in its own particular section 
and other countries would be excluded from 
the commercial benefits of such portion of 
the Celestial kingdom. 

Assuming that half a dozen powers par- 
titioned. China evenly, each power would 
have a monopoly of trade with one-sixth of 
China, but would be shut out by tariffs and 
railroad discriminations from the other five- 
sixths. Such an arrangement would not be 


ter commercially with a fair field and no 
favor in the whole of China than with a 
monopoly in one-sixth of it. 

In Chinese trade America enjoys the great 
advantage of location. The distances from 
Berlin, Kiel, Liverpool, and St. Petersburg 
to Shanghai and Tientsin are almost twice 
as great as the distance from San Francisco 
to those Chinese treaty ports. This differ- 


severe to our European competitors that, 
other things being equal, we must eventy- 
ally control, as compared with all of them 
put together, over one-half the total Chi- 
nese trade. Were China partitioned we 
should control trade only in those districts 
which we “ policed ” with soldiers. 

It was manifest wisdom for us to keep 
out of international politics as long as that 
meant merely squabbles of the royal fami- 
lies of Europe. It mattered nothing to us 
whether a Bourbon, a MHapsburg, or a 
Hohenzollern sat on the throne of Spain. 
But international politics has lost its old 
character. Now it means a struggle. be- 
tween nations for trade. While we care 
nothing about the quarrels of kings and em- 
perors, we do care a great deal about trade. 

The Chinese market is worth preserving. 
It is not too much to expect that within a 
decade or two China’s foreign trade, now 
$400,000,000 a year, will reach the value 
of a billion and a half dollars annually. 
There is universal testimony that China is 
awakening. In natural resources China is 
immensely richer than Japan. Japan.has 
only about one-tenth of the population and 
one-twentieth of the area of China. Yet 
Japan’s foreign trade in 1902 was $270,- 
000,000. | 

It was a piece of the most sagacious 
statesmanship for Secretary Hay to realize, 


value of the future trade of China, and, as- 
sisted by Japan and Great Britain, to block 
the efforts made by Germany, France, and 
Russia to cut China up, thus depriving us 
of her potential trade. Hay’s work in this 
respect has not yet been fully appreciated. 
But it will be appreciated in the future.

When one gets tired of 
such strenuous diversions let him loaf, in- 
hale good ozone, and invite his soul. This 
is what our primitive forebears did most of. 
the time, and it is what their civilized prog- 
eny ought to do most of the time when 
spending a vacation. 

Probably many people would be better off 
if they read less during hot weather, 
whether on their vacations or at home. Cer- 
tainly heavy literature ought to be tabooed 
by everybody for a few weeks each year. 
The average man who spends long hours 
daily in an office, store, or shop; the aver- 
age woman who runs a household when 
the mercury is fluctuating between 80 and 
100 Fahrenheit, had better go with the chil- 
dren to the park, visit under the shade with 
the neighbors, or idle on the front porch 
when the day’s necessary exertions are over.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

MONG the foreign dignitaries who are 
coming to this country during the 
course of next month for the pur- 
pose of taking partin the international 
congress of law held at St. Louis in 

connection with the exhibition js an Irish peer 
of the name of Lord Dunboyne, who bears the 
peculiar title of king’s remembrancer, and, as 
nothing is to be found in the encyclopedias 
and works of reference concerning this an- 
cient office, it may be as well to explain 
just what it is. 

Formerly, in the days of the early Norman 
kings of the Plantaganets and of the Tudors, 
the king’se remembrancer was high of- 
ficial of the royal court of the exchequer, 
and he was expected to keep record of those 
nobles whose fines and dues had remained 
unpaid, to look after the royalties of the 
crown, to attend to castles and estates that 
had been for treason forfeited to the sover- 
eign, and to supervise the due payment of 
the first fruits. 


Many of these duties have been taken over 
by the inland revenues and treasury de- 
partment, and, while most of the members 
of his staff, such as the filacer, the 
clerk of the pipe, the surveyor of 
the green wax, the clerk of the estreats, 
and the clerk of the nichills and of the first 
fruits have been legislated out of existence, 
the king’s remembrancer still remains. He 
combines with his office as such that of a 
master of the Supreme court, and his duties 
nowadays as remembrancer are combined 
to attendance in the court of the lord chief 
justice at the ceremony called the “ prick- 
ing of the sheriffs,’’ by the chancellor of the 
exchequer on the morrow of St. Martin, at- 
tendance at the swearing in of the lord 
mayor of the city of London, and the ac- 
knowledgment of homage for the holding 
of crown lands. For this and for his work 
as senior master of the Supreme court Lord 
Dunboyne receives a salary of $12,000 a year. 

Although the present peer’s patent as 
Lord Dunboyne only dates from the reign 
of King Henry VIII., in 1541, yet his honors 
originated 300 years earlier, Sir Edmund 
Butler, his ancestor, having been sum- 
moned to parliament as a peer under the 
title of Lord Dunboyne as far back as 1274 
in the reign of King Edward II. Conse- 
quently Lord Dunboyne, who sits in the 
house of lords asa representative peer of Ire- 
land, is the twenty-fifth baron of Dunboyne 
by summons. 

= is an extraordinary romance in con- 
nectian with this Dunboyne peerage. The 
twenty-first holder thereof: was Roman 
Catholic’ bishop of Cork when the peerage 
suddenly devolved upon him through the 
death of a nephew. Wishing to perpetuate 
his branch of the family and to prevent the 
honors and estates passing to cousins, with 
whom he had always been on bad terms, he 
applied to Pope”’Pius VI. for a dispensation 
to retire from the episcopacy and to marry. 
The reply which he received from the vatican 
was couched in the most severe terms of 
censure, so much so, in fact, that the hot 
tempered prelate publicly seceded from the 
Roman Catholic church, joining the State 
Reformed church of Ireland and then mar- 
ried a protestant young woman much his 
junior. There was, however, no issue to this 
marriage, a circumstance which exercised 
a considerable influence upon the mind of the 
ex-bishop, and just before his death. which 
took place at Dunboyne castle on May 7, 
1800, he was received back into the Roman 
Catholic church by the Rev. Dr. Gahan. 


Wishing to divert as much property ag pos- 
sible from the cousin, who was heir to the 
peerage and to the entailed estates, hé, after 
providing munificently for the welfare of 
his wife, bequeathed all the remainder of 
the property of which he could dispose to the 
Maynooth college for the education of youths 
intended for the Roman Catholic priesthood. 
Naturally, litigation ensued, and during the 
course of it the Rev. Dr. Gahan was sent to 
prison for severat months on a charge of 
contempt of court tn refusing the order of 


-the presiding judges that he should reveal 


the death bed confession of Lord Dunboyne. 

The widow of the ex-bishop survived him 
for sixty years, dying in 1860, at the age of 
96. Curiously enough no mention is made 
in Burke’s “ Peerage,”’ or other similar 
works of reference, of this marriage of the 
twenty-first Lord Dunboyne. And the “ Peer- 
ages’ are equally silent as to the name of 
his wife. Yet that she was in the eyes of the 
law his legal consort is abundantly shown 
by the records of the litigation between the 
twenty-second Lord Dunboyne and the 
Catholic college of Maynooth. Let me add 
that the original patronymic of the family 
was Le Botiller, scions of which played a 
prominent part in, English history as far 
back as in the reign of King Richard Coeur 
Ge Idon. The name was afterwards cor- 
rupted into ‘“‘ Butler.” 


No political importance need be attributed 
to the beautiful gifts presented by Pius X. 
to the Spanish pretender, Don Carlos, and 
to the latter’s nonroyal wife, the duchess 
of Madrid, the duchess having received a 
set! of rosary beads of diamond and rock 
crystals, mounted on a gold chain, and bear- 
ing a gold medal adorned with the papal 
armorial bearings, while Don Carlos re- 
ceived a large medallion representing the 
virgin, in a frame of gold and precious 
stones. The pope, it must be remembered, 
was a frequent visitor and a welcome and 
honored guest while patriarch of Venice at 
the Loredan palace, the beautiful home of 
Don Carlos on the Grand canal, and natur- 
ally feels kindly disposed towards people 
from whom he has received so much hos- 
pitality, as well as generous contributions 
to his favorite charities. This does not 
‘mean, however, that he is disposed in any 
way to favor or promote the political projects 
of the pretender in Spain, and Pius X. may 
be counted) upon to continue the policy of 
his predecessor, Leo XIII., in holding the 
Carlist movement in check and in giving 
every possible support to the young King 
Alfonso and to his government. 
A relatively small number of peers in 
Great Britain and Ireland make use of their 
patronymics in connection with their title. 
The vast majority of them are known by 
the names of some county, city, town, vil- 
lage, or country. seat. If I call attention 
to this, it is because I receive so many let- 
ters from people who seem to imagine that 
because they bear the same name as the title 
of some English peer they are necessarily 


related to him.’ Thus, the American Yar- 


broughs and Yarboroughs are no connec- 
tion whatsoever of the English earl of Yar- 
borough, the name of whose family for the 
last seven hundred years or more, in fact, 
since the days of King Edward I., has al- 
ways been either Pelham or Anderson, and is 
now a conjunction of both—that is to say, 
Anderson-Pelham. In the same way the 
family name of Lord Inchiquin is O’Brien, 
that of the duke of Grafton is Fitzroy, and 
so on throughout the entire peerage, Lord 
Rosebery’s patronymic being Primrose. 
Therefore, in tracing the connection between 
the families of people in the United States 
and those in Great Britain and Ireland, 
it is never the titles of these British scions 
of the nobility that must be taken into consid- 
eration, but their patronymic. 

. 

Sheen house, that picturesque old house 
standing in some twenty acres of finely 
timbered ground between Mortlake and 
Richmond park, one of the most picturesque 
places in the Thames valley, is now in proc- 
ess of destruction, the trees, hundreds of 
years old, being cut down to enable the land 
being parceled out in building lots. The dis- 
appearance of Sheen house will be regret- 
ted. It has many historic associations. 
George III. was often entertained there, and 
when owned by Joseph Bates of Boston, the 
American paitner of the banking firm of 
Baring Bros., he placed it at the disposal 
of the family of King Louis Philippe of 
France when that monarch was driven into 
exile by the Paris revolution of 1848. The 
children and grandchildren of the king ar- 
rived in England before him and took up 
their quarters there, where they were joined 
by the ex-ruler, who only subsequently 
moved to the royal palace of Claremont, lent 
to him by Queen Victoria. The count of Paris 
celebrated his silver wedding there in 1889, 
when not only all the English reigning house 
but many royal personages from abroad 
were present. While Joseph Bates had it 
it was the headquarters of all the notable 
American citizens visiting London.

JUMPS FROM THIRD STORY; 
BUT IS CAUGHT BY SHERIFF. 


J oseph Letz Makes Daring Plunge for 
Liberty from Criminal Court Win- 
dow—Taken to Jail Hospital. 


After a wild leap from the third story 
window. of the Criminal Court building, 
Joseph Letz, a Joliet prisoner brought back 
to testify against an alleged “ fence ”’ keep- 
er, was captured by Sheriff Barrett, yester- 
day morning. Letz was not seriously in- 
jured by his plunge. 

During a recess taken in the case of Casius 
Welch, in which Letz was to testify, the 
prisoner was taken into a jury room guarded 
by Bailiff William Sheridan. Two large 
open windows overlooking the jailward were 
at the north side of the room. 

With a jymp Letz cleared the sill of the 
window and plunged to the area below. 
Calling for help Sheridan ran to the stair- 
way and he himself sprang from the second 
story window. Letz was nowhere in sight. 

Finding no means of escaping from the 
area the man had jumped through a window 
into the boiler rooms under the court build- 
ing. Then he dashed up a stairway into the 
office of the clerk, of the Criminal court and 
dropped from another open window into the 
alley below, a distance of twelve feet. There 
he found Engineer McGienn waiting, for

The alarm had spread through the build-. 


ing and a crowd of deputy sheriffs had sur- 
rounded the building. Letz managed to trip 
McGienn and threw him to the ground. 
Sheriff Barrett refused to be tripped when 
he grappled with the man and fell on top 
of his prisoner. 

Letz sawed his way out of a jailin Wash- 
ington and at the time of his arrest for rob- 
bing the residence of David Weber, 4406 
Prairie avenue, he was shot several times

LISTS THE CITY'S 


CONTROLLER FINDS THEY EXCEED 
PROPOSED BOND ISSUE. 
Amount of Contemplated New Securi- 
ties Is $5,000,000, While Permanent 
Improvements Wanted Aggregate 
$6,246,005—How Money Is Divided 
Among the Departments—Water Bu- 
reau Investigation Discloses That 
Suspended Man Drew Pay. 


Controller McGann yesterday sent Chair- 
man Bennett of the council finance commit- 
tee a list. of the permanent improvements 
needed by the'city. He gave also the appro- 
priations made for these purposes in the last 
two appropriation bills. The list was pre- 
pared in view of the contemplated issuance 
of $5,000,000 of bonds, the money derived 
from which is to be spent for permanent 
improvements. 

In his letter to Ald. Bennett the controller 
called attention to the fact the cost of the 
improvements desired would @@xceed the 
amount to be derived from the bonds, so a 
curtailment must be made somewhere. The 
figures are:

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ASYLUM BOARD | 
IS EXONERATED, 


Elgin Authorities Found to 
Have Given NoGround for 
| Brutality Charges. 


CHARITIES REPORT MADE 
Trades Council Which Instigated 
the Inquiry Declares It 

a Farce. 


Figin, July 29.—[Special.]—An investi- 
gation of the state asylum for the insane at 
Elgin today by a special committee com- 
posed of four members of the state board of 
charities resulted in a report made by the 
secretary, J. Mack Tanner, completely ex- 
onerating the officials and attendants from 
charges of brutality peeserrss by five dis- 
charged employés. 

The investigation was declared a “farce” 
by the Elgin trades council, which instigated 
it, inasmuch as none of the five men who filed 
the charges testified and the testimony ofall 
the other witnesses was heard in secret. 


None of Five Appears. 

hee | ‘Bach of the five men was given an op- 
portunity to appear before the board and 
make a statement,” said Secretary Tanner. 
“Only one of them was in Elgin, and he 
chose to absent himself on the ground that 
the board was a prejudiced tribunal and its 
session was not public. The session was 
secret because it was feared the testimony 
would be distorted, as it was two years 
ago when the asylum at Kankakee was in- 
vestigated.” 

According to members of the state board of 
charities the charges filed against officials 
and attendants at Elgin resulted from an 


attempt made by labor agitators to “ union-— 


ize’ all employés at the asylum. Following 
the discharge of thirteen members of the 
Hospital Attendants and Nurses’ union, 
numbering about half the working force of 
the institution, Gov. Yates was petitioned by 
the trades council to/institute an investiga- 


Six Cases of Brutality Alleged. 

Affidavits which accompanied the petition 
and which were considered today by the state 
rg of charities mentioned six instances 
of brutality toward inmates by employés of 
the hospital. These were listed as follows: 

James Stocks, beaten by several attendants. 

Thomas Evans, death hasteped by blows re- 
ceived from attendant. 

Several patients frightened severely by Attend- 
ant Emil Shroeh, who flourished a revolver and 
threatened to kill them.

Witnesses from Staff. 

The witnesses were chosen, according to 
Secretary Tanner, from among the members 
of the staff of the asylum who had seen the 
longest service and were “familiar with 
conditions at the institution.”” They in- 
cluded Supt. Frank S. Whitman, Supervisor 
Theodore Wahldrew, Assistant Supervisor 
Aaron Rees, and attendants from both the 
male and female wards of the asylum, in- 
cluding those accused of ill-treating patients. 

“The testimony given by these persons,” 
the report says, “satisfied the committee 
that the charges filed with Gov. Yates were 
absolutely without) foundation. It is true 
that some instances were reported where at- 
tendants had been abusive toward the in- 
mates in their care, but in every case the 
guilty person had been discharged from the 
institution.”

COMMITTEE REPORTS 
AGAINST O'GARA FIRM. 


Fuel from Eastern Mine Sent for Tests, 


the Employ of the Company — Prac- 
tice Is Condemned—‘Peculiar” Ac- 
cident Is Commented Un—HRecom- 
mendation Made That Contractors’ 
Bills Be Reduced Before Payment. 


That O’Gara, King & Co. violated their 
comtract with the county by sending an in- 
ferior grade of coal to Dunning was the decis- 
ion yesterday of the special investigating 
cammittee. The report was sign by all 
three co itteemen—County Co seioners 
Van Steenberg. Flanagan, and Garner. Their 
finding shows many irregularities in the tests 
Dunning, but none at the county court- 
house, Criminal Court building, and county 


( hospital, where Baker Bros. and John T. 
Connery are the contractors. 


The committee recommends that the report 

be referred to the state’s attorney and the 

county civil serviee commission for consid- 

ene and such action as may be deemed 
per 


How Investigation Started. 


The investigation was begun some time 
ago after Commissioner Van Steenburg had 
made a personal examination. O’ Gara, King 
& Co. denied all the charges and several 
days were occupied in hearing the evidence. 

The resulting report is lengthy, going over 
the entire ground thoroughly. After stat- 
ing that the tests at other county institu- 
— were fair, the Dunning tests are consid- 
er 

On this point the report states: 

The tests of May 14, evaporation 9.86, we be- 
Meve from the evidence, was made from coal from 
an eastern mine, as testimony shows that on May 
13 a box car was delivered to Dunnifig from which 
we believe tests were made, the car having been 
traced to Cincinnati, O. 


Firemen Paid by Coa] Firm. 

Continuing, the commissioners declare: 

We find that the contractor has been in the habit 
of paying the firemen that assisted in the tests 
at Dunning. 

We find that firemen at Dunning were in the 
employ of the coal company. 

We find that employés at Dunning understood 
that box care contained what ** test- 

"We find that an accident orecurred at the June 3 
test, which was ed by the breaking of the 
pipe that connected boiler to the water gauge, 
said accident being peculiar and unaccountable. ,. 

We woukl fecommend that the county pay for 
the coal delivered at the courthouse, jail, and 
Criminal court, and county hospital upon the 
evaporating tests made by the county or according 
to contract. . 

We woukl recommend that the coal delivered at 
Dunning be paid for on the evavorating tests made 
on Feb. 8, June 3, and June 29, 1904, as we be- 
lieve these tests represent the fair standard of coal 
delivered. 

We would recommend that the business man- 
ager at Dunning, the chief engineer at the county 
hospital, jail, and Criminal court, and the court- 
house have complete charge of all future tests for 
the county, and that tests be made at irregular in- 
tervals and not in rotation, as has been done here- 
tofore, and that no one be sent to look over coal 
piles preceding ordering of tests. 

We strongly object to any county 
ceiving any compensation from contractors, 


conserved where extra help is needed for the county 
to pay for it. 

In conclusion the committee recommends 
that there be a standing subcommittee of the 
public service committee on coal and sup- 


plies. 
New Methods Decided On. 

After amending the report of the committee 
so as to provide for a new method of safe- 
guarding the interest of the county in con- 
ducting coal tests, the public service com- 
mittee approved the report.

First Contest of L. M. | L. M. Y. A. Regatta a 
Failure—Yachts Recalled Because 
of the Light Wint. 


Ottawa Beach, Mich., July 29.—f{Spectal.}]—The 
Lake Michigan Yachting association’s regatta 
opened inauspiciously today, as the wind flat- 
tened down to almost nothing and refused to blow 
hard enough to fill the sails. Consequently the 
judges and regatta committee, seeing that it would 
be impossible to finish the race within the time 
limit, hoisted the recall flag when the course was 
half covered, and the yachts drifted back to their 
moorings. They will try it again tomorrdw, and 
will run two races, morning and afternoon, to 
make up for today’s postponements.

The start was made shortly before noon in nearly | 
a dead calm, which left the lake as smooth as a™ 
billiard table. The course was laid over a six mile 
triangle. As it took nearly three hours to make it, 
and the yachts were to go twice around, the judges 
saw it would be useless to attempt finishing within 
the limit of four and one half hours.

Jellies— 


BLACKBERRY. —One pound berries, half 
pound sugar. Put the berries ina porcelain 
‘lined kettle and cover with sugar and let 
them stand two hours. Set over a moderate 
fire and bring the mixture to a bolling point. 
Skim while boiling; pour immediately into 
cups and glasses and cover tightly, and place 
in a cool, dry place. For strawberry and 
blackberry jelly combined, allow equal parts 
of the fruits and proceed as above. 

CHERRY JELLY.—One pound cherries, 
half pound sugar. Stone the cherries and 
allow half pound sugar to every pound of 
cherries if the cherries are ripe and sour, and 
a quarter of a pound otherwise. Set over 
the fire until the heat causes the juice to 
flow freely, and proceed in exactly the same 
manner as for blackberry jelly. 

CURRANT.—Take currants that are fully 
ripe; clean, pick, wash, and boil. To every 
pint juice add one pound fine white sugar. 
Let it boll twenty minutes. always skimming 
it while on the fire. Do not let it remain 


dark. Pour tmmediately into cups. Some 
boll the currants without the sugar, and 
then for every pint of juice, after taking off 
the fire, they add the sugar in the proportions 
given, stirring briskly till all is absorbed and 
dissolved; then the jars are filled as quickly 
as possible, for the mixture jellies at once. 
Made in this way jellies are of a much lighter 
color than when the sugar is boiled with 
them. 

CURRANT AND RASPBERRY JELLY.— 
One pound sugar, one pint,fruit Juice; take 
equal parts currants and raspberries and 
strain the juice .and proceed as above, al- 
lowing one pound of sugar to every pint of 
‘berry juice; to every quart of large red rarp- 
berries allow a half pint currant juice; place 
in a kettle, add@ the sugar, and bring to a 
boll, and proceed as directed above. 

PEACH.—Choose peaches that are just 
ripe and no more. Pare and cut In two, and 
take out the stone. Boil them in water suffi- 
cient to cover-well, strain through a hair 
sieve, and pour the decoction into earthen 
dishes. To every pint of liquid add one 
pound sugar. Set on the fire. let it boll twen- 
ty minutes, skimming while on the fire. 
Pour immediately into cups, glasses, or pre- 
serve jars and proceed-as above. 


Merry Marmalades— 


The beauty and the taste of a marmalade 
depend on the fruits that are used and the 
quality of the sugar, as also the care be- 
stowed on the preparation. Always choose 
ripé, beautiful, luscious fruit, cut into small 
pieces, and then add the sugar and fruit in 
alternate layers in the preserving kettles 
with a layer of fruit on the bottom. Set the 
kettle over the fire. If the fruit is not juicy 
add a small quantity of water to set it to 
boiling and to extract the juices. As the 
fruit boils, shake the kettle occasionally by 
lifting it from the fire, and turn the whole 
briskly to prevent it from burning at the 
bottom. Never stir with a spoon, as it will 
be sure to burn.

care than the making of apple sauce, which, 
by the way, can always be made while appies 
are plenty and canned for spring use. In an 
experience of years not more than one can 
in a hundred has ever been lost, and fruit put

In canning see first that the jars are clean, 
the rubbers whole and in perfect order, and 
the tops clean and ready to screw on, Fill 
the jars with hot, not boiling water, half an 
hour before using, and have them ready on 
a. table sufficiently large to held the preserv- 


and the cans. Have ready also a deep plate, 
large enough to hold two cans, a silver spoon, 
an earthen cup with handle, and, if possible, 
a can filler—that is, a small tin in strainer 
shape, but without the bottom, and fitting 
about the top. The utmost speed is needed 
in filling and screwing down tops, and for

In filling the.can let the fruit come to the 
tpp, then push the spoon handle down on all 
sides to let out the air; pour in juice till it runs 
over freely, and strew the top down at once, 
using a towel to protect the hand. Set at. 
once in a dish pan of water, as this prevents 
the table being stained by juice, and also its 
hardening on the dry can. Proceed in this 
way till all are full, wipe them dry, and, 
when cold, give the tops an additional screw, 
as the glass contracts in cooling and lossens 
them. Label and keep in a dark, cool closet. ° 
When the fruit is used wash the jar and 
dry carefully at the back of the stove. Wash 
the rubber also and dry on a towel, putting 
it in the jar when dry and screw on the top. 
They are then ready for next year's use. . 


Pretty Preserves— 


In preserving fruits whole it is best to prick 
such fruits as pears, plums, and peaches 
with a needle so as to give vent to the juice, 
which would otherwise escape and burst the 
skin. While whole fruits make beautiful 
preserves the best way is the old fashioned 
method of carefully paring the fruit. either 
in halves or whole, removing skins and cores. 

Then make a sirup of one pound white 
sugar to each pound fruit; s*t the kettle on 
the fire and let the sirup boil till the fruit 
looks quite clear. Or put a sirup made in 
the proportion of half a pint fresh water to 
one pound best white sugar, on the fire. 
Stir well and bring to a boil. Let it boil, 
when it will begin to froth and bubble... As 
the froth rises. the sirup will clear.» Skim 
and set to one side of the stove to cettle. It 
is then ready to receive the fruit. 

If the former method is used take the fruit 
as carefully out of the sirup as possible, so 
as to take up as little of the sirup as can 
be helped, and then place the fruit in the 
jars. Let the sirup continue to boil till it 
becomes thick and inclined to run into a 
jelly. Then fill up the jars with it, and when 
cool tie with musiin or paper around the 
mouth before sealing. But the newjars that 
come with close fitting covers are the best, 
as well as the most economical finally. 

Examine the preserves from time to time 
and change the paper covers when they are 
If the slightest sign of air 
bubbles is detected open the jars immedi- 
ately and boil the fruit again, although this 
will destroy some of the flavor and excellent 

t is absolutely necessary to keep all pre- 
serves, mamalades, and jellies in a cool 
place, that ts perfectly free from dampness 
or possibility of heat. Heat will excite 
fermentation and the preserves will quickly 
sour. Dampness will cause them to decom- 


Apples, plums, peaches, danisons, grapes, 
raspberries, blackberries, currants, are made 
in the following way: 

Prepare the sirup as directed, using one 
pound best white sugar to every pound of 
fruit. Prepare the sirup as directed; then 
peel the. peaches and halve, removing the 
stones; skim the sirup and drop in the 
peaches, one at a time, and let boil till tender, 
from fifteen to twenty minutes. They should 
be so tender that they may be pierced with 
a broom straw. This is the test. Then re-

jars. Boil the sirup twenty minutes longer,

TRADING IS DULL, 


‘BRIGHTER OUTLOOK, HOWEVER, 
IS APPARENT IN CHICAGO. 

Dun Reports Lack of Accustomed Ac- 

- tivity, Due Mainly to Strike—Agri- 
eultural Reports indicate Success- 
ful Harvesting—Iron and Steel Ac- 
tive, with Prices Firm—More Baild- 
ing Plans Ready and Market for Ma- 
terials Good—Provision Values Gain. 


The weekly review of trade in Chicago, 
published: by R. G. Dun & Co., the commer- 
cial agency, is as follows: 

The week closes a month usually one of 
the dullest In business circles and few im- 
portant branches have shown activity ex- 
ceeding or equal to that ofa year ago. Stocks 
of general merchandise throughout the in- 
terior experienced a satisfactory reduction, 
and this encouraged tmproved orders in the 
selection of fall lines by country retailers. 
Local conditions, however, were not condu- 
cive to better than a normal consumption 
in necessities, due mainly to the accumu- 
lation of labor troubles, curtailed produc- 
tion, and consequent diminished purchasing 
power of many wage earners in voluntary 
idleness. 


Brighter Outlook in Places. 


The situation may be slow in righting it- 
self, yet indications are not lacking which 
present the outlook im a brighter aspect. 
Agricultural reports reflect successful har- 
vesting thus far and the growing crops are 
good and rapidly maturing. 

Iron and steel interests exhibit further ac- 
tivity, with prices firm and the demand ex- 
tending in both finished and furnace product. 
There also is: a heavier movement of com- 
. modities both by rail and lake and the 
market for breadstuffs discloses renewed 
strength, while shipments reached the larg- 
est aggregate this year. 

Aside from the interruption due to strikes, 
the manufacturing industries show no e¢s- 
pecial change, except some effort to re- 
spond promptly to new demands involving 
ihereased output. This applies mostly in 
the manufacture of farm machinéry, elec- 
tric appliances, furniture, and mill work. 


More Buildings Going Up. 

New building plans are more numerous 
than those of a year ago, andrequire consi<d- 
erable quantities of material, thus providing 
much work for, producers. Lumber supplies 
have been fn request for local and country 
use, and there is revived buying of hard- 
woods for factory consumption. Leather 


working departments exhibit a return to. 


» wider activity, with the demand showing 
best in boots and shoes and saddlery. Tan- 
pers are affected by costly hides, and the 
leather market has held firm as to values. 


Provision Prices Show Gains. 

Dealings in provisions were restricted and 
on the smaller supply values gained, ih pork 
87% cents a barrel, in ribs 27% cents, and in 
lard 15 cents. 

Receipts of hides. 2.743.561 pounds, com- 
pared with 2,717,512 pounds a year ago. Re- 
ceip's of lve etock. 125.279 head. ere here- 
ly one-half the total for the corresponding 
week last year: Sheep values weakened 50 
cents. but choice beeves held steady and 
heavy hogs advanced 25 cents a hundred- 
‘weight. 

Bank clearings—$145.007.557—are 5.6 per 
eent less than those ofa yearago. Commer- 
cial paper was in moderate supply and money 
averaged 4% per cent for the best names.

“WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE. 


Confidence Seems to Be Returning in 
Spite of Far Reaching Labor 


Troubles.

. Labor disturbances are the most unfavora- 


ble factors in the industrial and commercial! .

Aside from this adverse influence, the situa- 
tion has improved, although progress is slow 
and frequently interrupted. 

Owing to special conditions, the leading 
branches of manufacture do not make uni- 
form progress, complications as to supplies 
of raw material making the current situa- 
tion particularly puzzling at the textile mills 
and shoe shops. Dry goods buyers are still 
arriving at the principal cities, ané. footwear 
purchasers have ‘taken sample lines to an 
extent that promises well for next spring 
_ Earnings of the railways thus far reported 

for July are only 2.7 per cent less than last 


Iron and Steel Industry. 

There is a disposition to attach too much 
weight to renaats of the past in ascertaining 
present conditions in the fron and steel in- 
dustry. 

It was a foregone conclusion that the net 
earnings of the steel corporation for the 
three months ending June 30 would fall short 
of the same quarter last year, andthe actual 
decrease of nearly one-half‘ arouses no sur- 
prise or alarm. The orders for 3,192,277 tons 
carried at the end of the half year showed 
a loss of about 25 per cent as compared with 
the report of conditions three months earlier 
but such a tonnage in sight is by no means 
stagnation and would be most satisfactory 
if it should prove the lowest point of the 
depression. 

Failures this week numbered 220 in the 
United States, against 190 last year, and 
eighteen In Canada, compared with nineteen 
a year ago.

MAY CUT RATES TO BOSTON. 


Railway War in Prospect Over Excur- 
sions to G. A. R. Ehcampment— 
Further Reductions Expected. 


Trouble over fares on account of the Grand

It had been customary, however, during 
the summer excursion season to make rates 
of one fare for the round trip, and this rate 
by the differential lines would be $19, or, 
with the additional 25 cents, $19.25. Thus 
the standard lines proposed to charge $1.10 
more than they charged on ordinary oc- 
casions for summer excursion business. He 
also states that he had given notice that the 
Grand Trunk would preserve its usual dif- 
ferential and can see no valid reason why

interest and literary* merit. Mr. Bacheller 


is to be congratulated upon his reticence. 
Instead of following up his success with a 
yearly procession of novels he has elected to 
work slower and give his pen and brain a 
chance to rest. 


The Fleming H. Revell company have dis- 
covered another reverend novelist. Their 
first was Ralph Connor, whose “ Black 
Rook” and “The Sky Pilot” have been 
among the most successful books published 
in the last ten years. They have circulated 
away up in the hundreds of thousands and 
arc still popular. They do not seem to run 
their little day and stop as do so many 
povels, but they continue to gain readers. 
The discovery of Mr. Connor, whose real 
rame-is the Rev. Charles Gordon, was an ae- 
cident, and a mighty lucky one for the house 
of Revell. Now they have a new clergyman 
on their list, the Rev. Norman Duncan, 
whose first book has-attracted a wide circle 
of saabane on both sides of the water. Dr. 
Robertson Nicoll, who is one of the most suc- 
ceceful discoverers of literary talent, says 
that “no one can read Mr. Duncan’s marvel- 
ous Newfoundland fisher idyls without feel- 
ing that an English Pierre Loti has arisen, a 
mystic of the unfathomable deeps.”” And 
Mr. Frank Bullen, who is supposed to know 
a good deal about the sea, says that he is 
‘‘ absolutely certain that, with the exception 
of Mr. Joseph Conrad and Mr. Rucyard Kip- 
ling, no writer about the sea has ever probed 
so deeply and so faithfully into its mysteries 
as Norman Dunéan.” ° 

I have just received from the Revell com- 
pany the first chapters of Mr. Duncan's new 
story—* DOCTOR LUKE OF THE LABRA- 
COR.” I find these chapters most interest- 
ing, but I am not sure that I can go to the 
length of Dr. Nicoll or Mr.. Bullen in praise 
of Mr. Duncan's work. I am afraid that | 
as not care for sea stories as much as some 
people do, or perhaps as much as I ought to. 

‘as for Mr. Duncan, I think that he has the 
touch that takes, the touch that is $4 
with the average reader. His style te fresh 
plenhts and while I do not think as highly of

While there are not many authors staying 
in New York at the present time, there are 
a good . many passing through, notably 
Mark Twain, who arrived a fortnight ago 
with his two daughters and two white Ital- 
jan saddle horses. After going to Elmira to 
bury his wife Mr. Clemens went up to the 
Berkshire hills, where he will spend the sum- 
mer. Since then he has been down to New 
York looking for a house in which to spend 
the winter. I believe ged et decided on @ 
big old fashioned one in lower Fifth avenue. 
Mr. Clemens has spent several winters in 
New York, and always below Fourteenth 
street. He likes that end of town, and noth- 
ing would induce him to go anywhere else. 
Every one who lives below Fourteenth 
street, between Sixth avenue and Univer- 
sity place, thinks that is the only part of 
New York to live in. And in a way this is 
true. It is an old fashioned part of the city, 
and it not only has that to recommend it, 
but it has good sized, comfortable houses, for 
which there is always a demand. Another 
attraction is that one can walk to almost 
anythihg that one cares to see, while if one 
goes up into the sixties, seventies, eighties, 
nineties, or hundreds a carriage or @ car is 
inevitable every time an errand is to be done 
or theaters are to be visited. There is more 
romance connected with the neighborhood 
of lower Fifth avenue than any other part 
of New York. I have often thought that I 
would write about it, but perhaps some one 
better qualified will do it in the meantime, 
Mr. Howells has written a good deal about 
it. The scene of one of his stories, “‘ A Haz- 
ard of New Fortunes,” is laid in that neigh- 
Dborhood, and is almost autobiographical in 
some of its details. 


’ Miss Ellen Glasgow passed through New 
York recently on. her way to Germany, 
where. she will spend the summer. Mrs. 
Rice, the creator of ‘‘ Mrs. Wiggs,”” was here 
for a few days with her poet husband on her 


way to the Berkshire hills for a visit. No 


one stays here long if he can get away, 
though a writer of my acquaintance told me 
the other day that she thought serlously of 
writing about New York 4s a summer resort. 
She is spending the summer here in a big 
house near the Riverside drive, and she finds 


it amusing. She takes trips in the “ Seeing 


New York” automobile and the “ Seeing 
New York” yachts, frequents roof gardens, 
makes excursions to Coney island for the 
sake of the voyage, going own at a quiet 
part of the day and returning on the same 
boat. She tells me that she is enjoying her 
summer much, but I doubt if after the 
novelty wears off she will care to repeat it, 
particularly as she has a summer place on 
the Massachusetts coast which is inviting. 
I am quite free to admit that New York 
would not be so bad in such circumstances, 
A good many years ago, when I was in daily 
journalism, I preferred it to the country; 
but I was younger then, and It was more of 
a novelty.

T is really doubtful if the English are ever 
as hateful in real life as they are made to 
appear in fiction. So mercenary, time 
| serving, watchful for dying men’s shoes, 

corrupting and unscrupulous are they 
made to appear in fiction that it is with some- 
thing akin to dread one picks up an English 


novel of a certain class. E. Maria Albanesi 
is, in spite of her Italian name, an English 
writer, and she deals with the titled class 
and their hangers on, where these miserable 
morals referred to appear td have their 
fullest existence.

“ SUSANNAH AND ONE OTHER,” and in

But it is a relief to find the author sufficiently 
impartial to discern the mystic, meaningless, 
and weary impersonality of Yeat’s love 
poems, and the pagan character not only of 
his work but of the work of the other poets 
of the “revival.” He quotes one of A. E.'s 
lyrics which is new to me, but which fills 
me with trritation that a poet so excellent 


should sound so inert a note. 


What of all the will to do? 
It has vanished long ago, 

For a dream shaft pierced it through 
From the Unknown Archer’s bow. 


What of*all the soul to think? 
Some one offered it a cup 
Filled with a diviner drink, 
And the flame has burned it up. 


What of all the hope to climb? 
Only in the self we grope 

To the misty end of time: 
Truth has put an end to hope. 


Mr. Krans refers fo this as “ quietism.” 
Perhaps it is. I only know that if A. E. once 
stepped on the edge of an Irish bog he 
wouldn’t draw himself out. His note is ori- 
ental—and when I use that word I mean it 
opprobriously.

| _DODGE’S LIFE OF NAPOLEON.

MERSON wrote that the man in the 
street was interested in the life 09f 
Napoleon because in him he saw an 
ordinary cifizen like himself who had 
reached a height where he could in- 


dulge in tastes which the man im the street 


must conceal or deny. If there ever was any 
truth in this judgment, it was the fault of 
Napoleon's early biographers, who empha- 


sized the splendors of Napoleon’s imperial 
court rather than the steps by which that 


eminence was reached. The reader of 
“NAPOLEON,” by Lieut. Col. Theodore 
Ayrault Dodge (Houghton, Mifflln & Co.), is 
not Jikely to fall into the error of regarding 


the transformation of a poor lleutenant to a 
mighty emperor as the fairy gift of fortune. 


Here we have traced the laborious processes 


which led naturally to power. 


Napoleon differed so much from the ordi- 


nary man, Emerson’s “ man in the street,” 


that it was a source of weakness as well as 


strength in him. He could rely with great 


security upon his enemy committing just the 
blunders or faults necessary for the success 


of Napoleon’s plans; he could not count 


upon his own subordinates doing the task 
intrusted to them with promptness, resolu- 


tion, and thoroughness. 


It is as a student of military science, who 
has had also practical experience of the diff- 
culties of campaigning, that Col. Dodge 


devotes these two volumes (to be followed 


by two others) to a critical narrative of 
Napoleon’s military theory and practice. He 


/is not concerned with Napoleon’s private life, 
or with his relatiom to the internal adminis- 
tration of France. The art of war, illustrated 
by Napoleon’s campaigns, is the real theme 
of the book. 


‘In his management of the siege of Toulon 


Napoleon first showed that a thinker was in 
the army. The allies held Toulon; the French 
commanders were for a siege, parallels, 
assaults, a direct attack. . Napoleon drew up 
elaborate plans by which he showed thata 
certain promontory, commanding the harbor, 
might be seized, and that then the allies 


must evacuate the city. His plan was tried; 


it succeeded. He was a captain, he was made 
a brigadier general. This power of seeing 
the weak point and striking there bewildered 
those who fought by worn out rules. When 
later Napoleon struck his enemy’s center’ 
with his concentrated forces, instead of try- 
ing to outflank him, he again surprised the 


old soldiers, whose theory was to maneuver 
for position rather than to strike first and 


hardest. 


Col. Dodge writes in a fluent though digni- 
fied style. The innumerable military bul- 


letins and proclamations which he quotes 
have been translated with unusual grace. 
It is safe to say that this military lifé of 
Napoleon will always hold a high rank among 


historical productions. Over 100 charts and 


maps and over 200 portraits and other illus- 
trations from contemporary sources << / 
added.
